Mr. Seymour says the material in 
the pamphlet is from the pens of eminent 
Americans, English and German missionaries, 
and is published with the purpose ot dissemi- 
natin information that many lead to better 
provisionbeing made by the western powers for 
protecting native Christians from persecution 
in China. “The subject,’ he continues, - 
one of importance, and although such persecu: 
tion is Clearly forbidden by treaty stipule- 
tion, there seems to be no prescribed manner 
for entorcing the probibition or for obtaining 
indemuity for losses sustained by its violation. 
I have tried to avoid troubling the depert< 
ment with the details of many cases in which 
lissiongries from the United States of America] 
and Europe and their native converis and co« 
workers, native preachers and helpers haye 
been involved in this most turbulent consular 
district in Chins, or inthe world, but have 
labored faithfully and somewhat successfully 
in getting these difficutlies adjusted as fairly 
and quietly as possible.”

| HANGED IN WALTON. 


BILL M’GAUGHEY TAK G&S THE ROPE : 


ROUTE. 


A Walton County Wife Murderer Taken Back From 
Fulton and Henged—Kis BRepugnance to 
Death—7 he Execution of John W, Coffee, 
Which Occurs in Iadtana—Etc, 


Morror, Ga., October 16.— [Special.]—A day 
or two afterthe death sentence was pronounc- 
ed on McGaughey he was taken to Malton 
county jail for safe keeping. Ther e re- 
mained until the 15th, when he was brought 
back by Sherifis Knight and Nowell. All 
along the road ke sang sacred songs and talk- 
ed of the goodness of God in pardoning his 
sins. A large crowd met him at the depot. 
He came from the cars smokinga cigar and 
spoke cheerfully to everyone he knew. 

- BACK IN JAIL. 
At the jZii door he stopped and said: 
‘“‘My Lord, have I got tostay in that place 


all night and fight lice by myself.”’ 

He sent several meesages at once to B. §. 
Walker to come to the jail tosee him. When 
he went Bill asked him in the most imploring 
manner to telegraph Marse Henry, (meaning 
Governor McDaniel,) to give him a few more 
cays. When told this would dono good he 
seemed to give up and asked Mr. Walker to 
send word to his sister, who lives in Gaines-« 
ville, to come to his hanging and take his 
body away and notlet the doctors get him. 
He said he had rather the buzzards would get 
him than for the doctors to cut him up. 

Quite a number of colored people called to 
see him during the evening, to all of whom he 
said he was ready to die; that his sins had all 
been forgiven, and warned them to do better. 
He asked to see the rope with which he was to 
be hung. He examined itclosely and said he 
thought it would hold him. He said he 
didn’t want any failure in the work, but 
wanted to get through with it quick! He ate 
a hearty dinner, supper and breakfast, aad 
slept well all night. 

ON THE GALLOWS, 

By eight o’clock the town began to fill with 
people from ali the surrounding counties, and 
by ten o’clock the streets looked like a fourth 
of July in Atlanta. The train from Gaines- 
ville came in at nine o’clock crowded with 
men, whose shouts as the train moved through 
the streete, could have been heard for a mile. 
Promptly at half past eleven- the Walton 
Guards marched from their armory with 
shining bayoneis and proceeded to the jail. 
In a few moments the long procession began 
to move. The prisoner rode in a apring wagon, 
riding on his coffin. He was securely tied and 
Deputy Sheriff Knight sat at his back. Such 
® surging mass of humanity as followed 
the wagon israrely seen. Three times within 
the last three years Mr. Albert Herring, who 
owns the team, has. taken criminals to the 
egme gallows in the same wagon and with the 
same horses. The gallowsis situated in the 
northern suburbs of the town, and is well 
boxed up by a high plank enclosure twenty- 
five feet high. It is impossible to peep 
through as every crack has been securely 
stopped. McGaughey had but little to say on 
way to gallows, telling every one he was 
ready. 

At the gallows he stood up in the wagon, 
showine not tac iessi signs of fear. He spoke 
In & Trampling manner 

“I waut you all to meet me in heaven. natse 
your children right. Never marry a base 
womsn. You see what one has brought me 
to. Be surethe woman loves you before you 
marry her. God has pardoned my sins. I 
am ready and willing to die. ” 

A colored minister prayed and they sang the 
hymn “Why Should I Die?” The prisoner 
joined in the song and his voice was heard 
above allothers. He got out of the wagon 
end climbed the scaffold without any help. 

HE GOES DOWN. 

He said nothing after the rope was placed 
ercurd his neck, except: 

‘That is a good rope. I am ready.” 

Deputy Skeriff Knight pulled the trap and 
the prisoner fell seven feet and four inches. 
He was pronounced dead in twenty minutes 
by several physicians who were present. His 
body was given to the coroner, who turned it 
over to the brother-in-law.

THE STORY OF THECRIME. 

Thisisthethird hanging in this county 
within the last two years. Each ofthe crimi- 
nals were colored men, and were hardened 
wretches who well deserved their fate. On 
the 12th of February of this year Bill McGau- 
hey and his wife, who lived in a cabin in 
Monroe, became involved in a quaarrel about 
leaving Monroe and moying to Gainesville. 
Bill had said previcusly that he would kill 
bis wife unless she consented to go 
with him to Gainesville. He was jealous of 
other men here, and wanted to get her be- 
yond their reach. The day ofthe murder he 
went to his home, closed the door and de- 
manded that his wife consent to go with him 
to Gainesville. She refused, and he struck 
ber a terrible blow on the head with an ax, 
which knocked her senseless on the floor, 
He then cut two fearful gashes on either 
side of her neck with a razor, and with the 
same instrument inflicted two dreadful 
wounds in her breast. He then cut two 
¢mal] gashes on hisown neck, and left the 
heuse, telling those he met that his 
wife cut him urst andthen hecut her. She 
lingered for two weeks and died. Bill was 
tried in August, the above facts were proven 
and the jury within a few minutes brought in 
a verdict of guilly without recommendation, 
and ihe judge sentenced him to be hung in 
private on 16th of October. The negroes here 
were down on Bill.

During his im- 
priconment he made three confessions, impli- 
cating at various times several other parties. 
Jemes Dennis was also sentenced to death for 
bis connection with the crime, but was given 
a new trial by the supreme court, and will 
now doubtless be released, although last night 
he was removed to another county as a 
precaution against poséi ble trouble, 
Coffee has been utterly pros- 
trated since last night, and refused food. 
The efiorts of his spiritual adviser this morn- 
ing failed to afford him any consolation, and 
he bad to be carried to the scaffold. Before 
the drop fell he made a short speech. The 
rope broke twice, but was finally adjusted 
satisfactory, and after hanging twelve 
minutes life was pronounced extinct.

Before leaving Maryland, he leased to a 
party of gent cmen ie 8 acres Of land on the 
outskirts of the city of Baltimore, and this leave 
vas for the term of ninety-nine years. Fora»out 
twenty-five yearsthe rent was paid, but since 
that time the matter seems to have been forgot- 
ten. As the city of Baltimore grewin population 
avd widened in territory the lessee of this. land 
cut it up into city lots aud sold them to different 
parties. Now the land lies in the heartof agreat 
city, covered with solid blocks of buildiag?, and 
the valuation of the whole willamount toseveral 
milions of dollars. The lease on this property is 
now aboutto expire, and the heirsof Vaptain 
Yeiser are putting in their claims to it. There 
rre about twenty five of these, and they propose 
te makea fight for their rights. The records of 
the eases are still in existence There have been 
similar cases to the above in which the helrs have 
come in aftera ninety nine year lease and were 
successful in presenting their claims for the prop~ 
erty.

Fine Apple Orchards in Irwin county—A Drove of 
Teme Deer— Wine Making in Telfair County— 
Fentencecf Incendiaries—Ginbouse De- 
stroyed by Fire-Other Items. 


The cotton crop of Chattooga is badly injured 
by the recent wet weather. There has been very 
little cotton sold in this county up to date. 

The Hawkinsville Dispatch says that Judge 
Simmons, at Irwin superior court, made a pleas- 
ant impression upon the people, and will have 
some strong friends in Irwin in his race next year 
for the governorship. The psople of Irwin are 
mostly Primitive Baptists in their religious faith, 
and as Judge Simmons is also a ‘thardshell Bap- 
tist,”’ there will be no religious differences be- 
tween them. 

The cane crop of Irwin county is one of the lar- 
gest ever known. Hog cholera has been prevalent 
in the county, 

There are many fineapple orchards in Irwin. 
Mr. David M. Hogan exhibited an apple weighing 
oue apd a quarter pounds and measuring thir 
teen and ahalf inches in circumference. Mr. 
Hogan thinks this year tbat his orchard produced 
one thousand bushels of apples. He formerly 
lived in Wilkinson county,but for many years has 
been a citizen of Irwin, and is one of the best tar- 
ners in the county.

Mr. James A. Fletcher, Sr., of .rwin, has a flock 
of twelve tame deer. He raised four fawns this 
year, He has three young bucks. Mr, Fletcher 
owns four lots of land of 490 acres each (nearly two 
thousand acres in one body.) He hasin cultiva 
tion about ore hundred acres, and the remainder 
is heayily timbered, The country is sparsely 
settied, and the woods still contain 
a lew wild deer. Mr. Fletcher’s 
tame deer run on the range with his cattle, and 
come home with them. Tae children feed them, 
aud caress the fawns as they would lambs. Occa- 
sionally Mr. Fletcher kills one of hfs tame deer 
for yenison. Two years ago when we were at his 
place he had eight deer. He says he would sell 
two pairs—a buck anda doe—for £10 a pair, 

Mr. William Graham, of Telfair. has finished 
turning his crop of grapes into wine, which yield 
ed much better than last year. Mr. Graham says 
he made twokhundred and sixty gallous of pure 
wine. His brotter, A. A. Graham, made this year 
sixty-tbree gallons from one vine of the same 
vysriety of scuppernong. 

In Irwin superior court last week two of the ne- 
eroes charced with the burning oi Mr, Sumner’s 
einhouse, in Irwin county, about a month ago 

plhaded guilty, and were sentenced py Judge 
Simmons toa term of fifteen years inthe peni- 
tentiary. There were three negroes engaged in 
the plot to murder and rob Mr. Sumner on Sune 
day night, but failing to perfect 
their plans to murder him in his dwell- 
ing they set fire to his ginhousge to draw him away 
from his dwelling so they couid kiil himand 
then plunder his house, One of the negroes was 
killed next day by the party of citizens trying to 
arrest them. The other two negroes surrendered, 
and were taken to jailin Irwinville, where they 
remained until iast week, when they pleaded 
guilty,and were sentenced as stated to fifteen 
yesrs each in the penitentiary.

The result of the election in Ohio may very 
properly be regarded as the beginning of John 
Sherman's boom for the presidency. He 
has played his car is well, much better than 
he did when, as secretary of the treasury un- 
der liayes, he sent agents throughout the 
south to buy up the negro delegations to the 
Chicago convention.

THE PROPOSED NEW INDIAN POLICY. 


The Apaches have acted badly, but they 
area favyage and intractable lot, and they 
should have been disarmed long ago, and 
sent by force to the Indian territory. The 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes in Indian territo- 
ry became discontented, because the robber 
cattle kings had contrived to get possession 
of the best lands, and when the cattlemen 
were driven outof theterritory by President 
Cleyeland, the Indian trouble disappeared. 
The Crow Creek Indiansin Dakota showed 
their teeth, because President Arthur open- 
ed their reservation to settlement in the face 
of a solemn compact that ba/stood unques- 
tioned twenty-to years. Mr. Cleveland 
prommtyejected all white intruders, and 
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‘There is no Indian problem in Dakota. 

The first thing todo isto win the confi- 
dence cf the Indians by showing them that 
no injustice will be done them by the gov- 
ernment, or permitted to be done on tae pari 
of individuals. The administration i: 
rapidly bringing this abont. It is dealin: 
with the Indiansina spirit of fairness and 
jusiice, in the hope that other step3 of tne 
new pregramme may be safely taken. 

All who are acquainted with the Indians 
egree in sayirg that thetime is rapidly ap- 
proeching when the tribes must cease to ba 
independent sovereignties, holding mors 
land than they needorcan cultivate. Tae 
programme outlined at the recent Iadian 
Civilization conference at Lake Mohonk, 
New York, recommends a comprehensive 
plan which shaJl place Indian children io 
schools, under compulsion if necessary; 
measures for holding land in severalty; tae 
purchase by the government of lands not 
needed by the! Indians; the admittance to 
citizenship of Indians abandoning tribal or: 
ganization and adopting the habits of civil- 
jz.d life, and the utmost care of the Indians 
during the transition state. 

General Miles, who accompanied General 
sberidan in his recent visit to the Indisn 
territory, approves of the removal of the ca‘- 
flemern; but heconsiders it only a mako- 
shift. He .saysthe Indian territory as at 
prerent held and peopled isa dark blot in 
the cenier of ihe map of the United Siates. 
While it was removed from the advancing 
white settlements and free from the inroads 
of yagabond and criminal whites and Mexi- 
cans itanswered the purposes of its estad- 
lishment; but that day has gone by, and 
General Miles proposes that land in several- 
ty be granted tothe Indians, suflicient for 
their wants, and not transferable for twenty 
years or more. He believes they would in 
that way become*self-supporting. 

There is asteady drift of sentiment towards 
an abandonment of the reservation system, 
end all close observers and friends of the 
Indians believe that if the change to indi- 
vidual proprietorship is wisely conducted it 
willresult in great benefits to the Indians, as 
wellasina stoppage of the enormous ex- 
pinees of the prerent system. Any change 
from the present system would be an im- 
provement, end the faster we lead or drive 
the Indians toward citizenship and indivyid- 
ual responsibility.the, better probably for all 
concerned. If the new system is to be tried 
in the Indian territory it is fortunate for the 
Indians that they have in the president a 
friend who can not be misled or alienated by 
the seductive arts of capiialists and monop- 
oliste.

Inare 
cent address in Nashyille Mrs. David F. Watkins 
stated that, in company with her husband and J. 
L. Stephens, she went to Mexico to engage in 
missionary work in 1872. They located in Guada:- 
lajara, a city of 100,000 inhabitants. They iatro- 
duced and circulated printed tracts on the study 
of the Bible, an unknown book in Mexico, This 
caused great commotion. The people had heard 
thatthe Protestants had horns and tails and 
were cloven-footed. Hundreds flocked to 
gee them out ol sheer curiosity. 
After thirteen months work they had a congrega- 
tion composed of twelve men and three women. 
In 4874 Mr. Stephens was murdered. At one 
time the missionaries expected an attack from 
the populace. While waiting in great suspense a 
tumbling was heard. It was the noise of an 
earthquake. Theearthquake overtook the mob 
and they went down on their kneesin the streets 
praying to the sainte forsafety. For months the 
shocks continued and the people attributed them 
to the Protestants.

}, Cider in which the fermentation has gone on 
slowly, which has rot become acetous, which is 
proper’y racked off from one cask to another, and 
which is not tco soon bottled, will keep for many 
yeais and retain its life and palatableness, without 
being intexicating, unless drunk in great quanti- 
tier. The Worcestershire and Hertfordshire cider 
of Englend, for instarce, will keep for twenty or 
thirty years, and the best cider produced here is 
at its prime scyeral years after it is bottled. But 
the apples must be of good quality, and particu- 
larly adapted to cider making, not the refuse of 
orchards ordinarily thrown into the cider mill; 
and the process of manufacture must be watched 
with much closeness. We cannot advise you 
about the vinegar.

The Bard Luck of « Young Lady Striving to Barn 
an Honest Independence—The Horrors ofa 
Prairie Fire—A Friend in Need Comes 
to Her Assistance With Offers.

Freperick, Dak., October 13.—The prairie 
fires, which have brought desolation and pov- 
erty to hundreds in this seotion, brought a 
husband to one young woman. A year ago 
last spring Fannie Jordan took up a farm of 


160 acres, about nine miles north of here, ‘and 
struck out for herself, 
from Illinois, though she was born in the east. 
Not much was known about her for 
several months, as she was shy and 
retiring, /but when she finally became 
acquainted with her neighbors they 
discovered that the girl had the real mettle 
in her, and predicted that she would be rich 
before she was 30, Though far from muscular, 
Fannie was the picture of health, and -she 
easily carried off the palm as the best-looking 
girl farmer in the county. Like the majority 
of her sisters, she had no time to devote to the 
gallants of the neighborhood, and fora year 
and a balfshe led a hard, grinding existence, 
practicing the closest economy, and working 
from early morning until late at night. 

Some of her friends finally discovered that 
the girl hada history, as many such heroic 
adventurers inthis country have. She had 
lived in comfortable circumstances in a rural 
i}linois town until the death of her father 
revealed the fact that he had lost not only his 
Own property but a trust fund belonging toa 
relative not yet ofage, by his fatal propensity 
for speculating in the Chicago grain market. 
The girl telt her position keenly, and, 
though she had expected soon to be married, 
she resolutely turned from her lover and 
sought the far west. She had read of the suc- 
eces achieved by young women as farmers in 
this vicinity, and persuading her 
mother'that this was their only hope of regain- 
ing their independence, and at the same time 
making good the demsit of their husband and 
father, the two converted what little property 
they hadinto cash and came here. Before their 
departure the young girl absolved the young 
man from his pledges, but in answer to his 
repeated requests gave him some slight hope 
that at a distant day, if he still remained of 
the same mind, she might consider a proposi- 
tion from him.

Figuring on the results of their two 
years’ work, mother and daughter found that 
there was a chance that this years’ crop would 
clear them of debt, and that with one or two 
more favorable seasons they would be able to 
ees the results oftheir toil in hard cash. 

The prairie fire was a danger which they 
hed not taken into consideration, When 
Fapvie heard that fires were reported at a 
distance she ran furrows around her build- 
ings exd wreat stacks, end in. other ways 
prepared for the visitation. Her neighbor 
did the same, and when the fires appeared 
near at hand pearly everybocy went out to 
fightthem. Fapnie’s mother remained at 
bome when the girl was gone on these er- 
rands. On returning to her place one even- 
ing last week iggy bang woman found fires in 
her way, an eing forced to make a 
lox £ detour, it wes before she 
czme to a point whereshe could see her farm. 
The fires were raging fiercely and she made 
up her mind that her farm wes threatened if 
nitalready burned over. Somebody had set 
beck fires, with the intention of stopping the 
corflagration, and this was the result. As 
fast as her weary and trembling limbs could 
carry her the girl dashed on, and afew steps 
more sufficed to convince her that her home 
ard everything that it contained 
was lost. When she arrived at the place 
the house was in ruins, the barn 
wes ready to fall, and the great. wheat stacks 
were glowing heaps of embers The earth 
wes hot under ber feet, andthe air almost 
stifling. She called for her mother and called 
sgein. Noone answered. She became sick 
with fearand foreboding and thought of flight, 
but there was no place to which she cou!d go 
for help. The fires were all around her, 
making the heavens lurid and the air heavy, 
end so, in the presence of her crushing disas- 
ter, the girlest down and wept. Aljl night 
long the sat by ithe ruins of her home, 
and when the morning {light appeared she 
made a careful search for her mother. She 
was not in the ruins of the house, and the girl 
breatbed easicr, but in thesisles of the barn 
the old lady’s chared remains were found.

THE ATHENS INJUNCTION CASE, 


Ax Important Case Now Being Argued in 
the Supreme Court, 

Yesterday the care of the city of Athens 
egainst Cemak and others occupiad the atten- 
tion of the supremecourt. Several years since, 
ihe city of Athens, asa result of negotiatin 
with the Richmond and Danville railroa 
company, made a transfer of all of its stock in 
ihe Northeastern railroad, thus giving tothe 
Ricbmond and-Danville company a controll- 
ing influence in the other road.

The prescribed time has nearly expired, 
and now the railroad company desires to be 
released from its contract, and offers instead 
to build a road from Athens to Madison 
within two years. The city council de- 
siied to accept this offer, and would 
have done 80, but some of the citizens applied 
for an injunction, alleging that the council 
hed no power to make such a change or to re- 
lease the company from its contract to build 
to Clayton. Judge Estes granted the injuac- 
tion, and the city council excepted and are 
bow seeking to over-rule his decision. The 
council and railroad are represented by Hon. 
Pope Bsrrow and T. W. Rucker; while the op- 
posite side is represented by Hon. A.S Erwin 
and Colonel 8. P. Thurmond. The case will 
be concluded today.
